To  the  Lord  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1936. 

The  population  of  the  City  taken  at  the  Census  of  June,  1931,  was 
276,639.  The  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  to  the 
middle  of  1936  was  273,100,  and  this  figure  is  used  for  all  calculation. 
This  is  a  reduction  of  1,000  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  higher,  being  16.8,  as  compared  with 

16.6  for  the  previous  year.  That  for  the  large  towns  was  14.9  compared 
with  14.8  last  year. 

The  Death  Rate  remains  about  the  same  at  12.4,  being  0.1  higher 
than  last  year,  while  that  for  the  large  towns  was  12.3,  or  0.5  higher 
than  in  1935. 

The  Infantile  Rate  was  74.  compared  to  83  for  last  year,  and  has 
only  once  been  lower. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  more  satisfactory,  being  3.31,  com¬ 
pared  with  3.49  per  thousand  total  births. 

Scarlet  Fever  continued  in  epidemic  form,  and  Diphtheria  cases 
were  about  the  same  as  last  year,  many  being  of  a  bad  type.  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever  cases  continued  to  cause  anxiety,  and  there  were  48 
notifications  with  their  unfortunate  high  death  rate.  Notification  and 
treatment  at  the  very  earliest  possible  moment  are  essential  for  success 
in  treatment  of  these  cases. 

It  is  curious  that  the  Death  Rate  has  remained  so  nearly  the  same 
as  last  year.  A  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer 
has  been  levelled  off  by  a  similar  drop  in  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 
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Included  in  the  Report  this  year  for  the  first  time  is  a  section  devoted 
to  the  work  carried  out  by  the  City  Veterinary  Officer. 

Housing  is  still  a  problem  in  the  City,  and  many  more  have  yet  to 
be  provided  before  the  people  can  be  said  to  be  housed  as  they  should  be. 
The  five  year  plan  for  the  demolition  of  slum  property  has  been  kept  to 
schedule. 

The  death  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Hulme,  Inspector  at  Hanley  prior  to 
Federation,  occurred  during  the  year,  and  was  a  cause  of  regret  to  the 
Staff,  with  whom  he  had  worked  loyally  for  many  years. 

Now  that  more  adequate  salaries  are  paid  there  is  no  longer  any 
shortage  of  Inspectors. 

As  in  previous  year  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  all  the  members 
of  my  Committees  for  their  assistance,  and  the  whole  of  the  Staff  for  their 
help  during  the  past  year.

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AREA,  PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  City  is  21,190  acres  in  area.  It  is  10  miles  long,  and  in  no 
part  more  than  5  miles  wide.  About  150  acres  are  covered  with  water. 
The  long  axis  of  the  district  lies  north-west  and  south-east.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Biddulph  ;  on  the  north-west 
by  the  Urban  District  of  Kidsgrove  ;  on  the  north-east  by  the  Rural 
District  of  Leek,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Cheadle  ;  and  on  the  south 
and  south-west  by  the  Rural  District  of  Stone  ;  on  the  west  from  south 
to  north,  successively  by  the  Rural  District  of  Newcastle,  the  Borough 
of  Newcastle  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kidsgrove. 

The  highest  point  of  the  City  is  at  Shooters  Hills,  south-east  of 
Longton,  where  it  is  800  feet  above  sea  level  ;  the  lowest  point  is  at 
Trentham,  where  the  Longton  Brook  passes  under  Stone  Road.  The 
north-east  side  of  the  district  is  on  a  higher  level  than  the  south-west, 
the  level  varying  from  700  to  600  feet  on  the  north-east,  and  from  600 
to  320  feet  on  the  south-west. 

The  district  is  crossed  somewhat  south  of  its  centre  by  the  River 
Trent  and  there  is  a  gradual  fall  along  the  valley  of  the  Trent  from 
the  north-east  to  the  south-west  from  480  to  320  feet.  The  northern 
portion  of  the  District  is  drained  by  the  Fowlea  and  Lyme  Brooks, 
which  run  along  the  south-west  and  west  boundaries,  receiving  on  their 
course  smaller  streams  from  the  north-east.  At  the  northern  limit  of 
Stoke  the  Fowlea  Brook  runs  across  the  district  to  join  the  River  Trent, 
and  the  Lyme  Brook  joins  the  Trent  at  the  south  end  of  Stoke  below 
Hanford  Bridge.  The  southern  portion  of  the  district  is  drained  by  the 
Chitlings  Brook  and  the  Longton  Brook. 

For  the  most  part  the  district  has  a  south-westerly  aspect,  only 
those  portions  of  Hanley  and  Stoke  lying  immediately  north  of  the 
Trent  Valley  having  a  south-east  aspect. 

The  Penkhull  hill  is  capped  by  sandstone — red  above  and  grey 
underlying  it,  red  and  grey  sandstone  also  appear  at  the  south-west 
end  of  the  area.  In  all  other  parts  the  subsoil  consists  of  red  and  mottled 
marls,  with  some  limestone  and  grey  marls  and  shale  with  coal  and 
ironstone.  The  clay  ranges  from  very  stiff  and  damp  to  loose  and 
gravelly.  Along  the  rivers  and  streams  gravel  and  sand  are  found,  and 
water  at  a  depth  of  a  few  feet. 

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  population  of  the  City  as  273,100 
at  the  middle  of  1936.  This  figure  is  a  reduction  of  1,000  on  the  figure 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  previous  year.  As  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  1,204,  it  is  obviously  considered 
that  a  large  number  of  people  have  left  the  City  to  reside  elsewhere.

The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the  time 
of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18.6  persons  per  acre,  during  the  year  1911, 
21.0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921,  22.0  persons  per  acre.  The  number 
of  persons  per  acre  for  the  extended  City  in  1931  was  13.05. 


INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  Census  of  1931  for  the 
City  was  58,687.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  present  time  is 
probably  about  65,731.  The  proportion  of  population  to  houses  was, 
at  the  Census  in  1921,  5.0  ;  and  in  1931,  4.7  persons  per  house.  The 
number  of  vacant  houses  at  the  Census  of  1931  was  404. 

During  the  year  1936,  2,162  new  dwelling-houses  were  certified  for 
habitation.  1,117  °t  these  were  built  by  the  Corporation  and  1,045  hy 
private  owners.  In  1935  the  number  was  1,524,  and  in  1934,  1,665. 
1,117  °f  the  houses  erected  during  the  year  1936  were  built  with  State 
assistance. 


RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  the  General 
Rate  at  1st  April,  1937,  was  £1,177,522,  compared  with  £1,144,135  at 
1st  April,  1936.

BIRTHS. 


There  were  4,590  births  registered  and  allotted  to  the  City  in  1936 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  16.8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  rate  for  the  122  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was  14.9 
per  thousand  and  for  England  and  Wales  14.8. 

The  rate  is  0.2  higher  than  in  1935. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the  year 
was  1,089  ^0  1,000.  For  the  year  1935  the  ratio  was  1,050  males  to 
1,000  females. 

Of  the  4,590  children  born,  2,393  were  males  and  2,197  were  females.

The  birth  rate  was  highest  in  Longton,  and  lowest  in  Stoke. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  1,204.  The  previous  year  it  was  1,155,  a  difference  of  49 
lives,  the  number  of  births  registered  being  53  more  than  in  1935,  while 
the  number  of  deaths  was  4  more. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

Of  the  total  births,  165,  or  3.59  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate. 

Of  the  illegitimate  births  76  were  males  and  89  were  females. 

STILL  BIRTHS. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  all  still  births  must  be  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  220  were  notified  during  the  year 
under  the  Act,  and  of  these  65  were  attended  by  midwives,  72  by 
medical  men,  and  83  took  place  in  an  institution. 

The  number  registered  during  the  12  months  ending  31st  December 
was  269,  of  which  26  were  children  of  mothers  from  outside  the  City  area. 

Taking  the  number  of  still  births  that  occurred  in  1936  as  243,  it 
is  equal  to  5.0  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  In  1935  there  were  270 
still  births,  equal  to  5.6  per  cent.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year  1936 
was  3,676.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  13.5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Of  the  total  deaths,  1,855  occurred  in  public  institutions  in  the  district. 
If  the  deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  district  be  excluded 
and  the  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  beyond  the  district  be  included 
the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  3,386  (1,812  males  and  1,574 
females),  and  the  death  rate  12.4  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  for  the  122  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
12.3  per  1,000,  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  12. 1. 

The  death  rate  of  12.4  per  1,000  was  0.1  higher  than  that  of  1935. 

The  death  rate  for  the  122  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
0.5  higher  in  1936  than  1935. 

The  birth  rate  is  lowest  in  the  Stoke  district  and  highest  in  the 
Longton  district.  The  death  rate  is  lowest  in  Smallthorne,  Norton  and 
Bucknall,  and  highest  in  Burslem.

During  the  period  to  which  this  report  relates,  refuse  collection, 
the  primary  operation  of  the  cleansing  service,  was  regularly  maintained 
in  spite  of  interruption  of  public  holidays  and  the  disorganising  effect 
of  heavy  snowfalls. '

The  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  was  responsible  for 
84.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight  of  refuse.  Last  year  the  percentage  of 
the  tonnage  was  87.6.

Incineration  of  refuse  was  carried  out  to  the  extent  of  9,526  tons 
at  the  Hanley  Destructor  Works,  which  produces  the  steam  required  for 
the  Offal  and  Waste  Eliminator  Plants.  These  plants  deal  with  slaughter¬ 
house  offal,  waste  fish,  and  condemned  meat  of  the  city,  producing  feeding 
meals  and  fertiliser. 


STREET  CLEANSING. 

The  winter  of  1935/6  was  the  costliest  for  some  years,  as  far  as  snow 
removal  expenditure  was  concerned,  an  extremely  heavy  fall  early  in 
1936  being  responsible  for  the  greater  part  of  the  cost  for  the  year.

Offensive  Trades.

Several  Marine  Stores,  Tripe  Boilers,  and  Gut  Scrapers  ; 
One  Fat  Melter  ; 

A  large  number  of  Fish  Fryers. 

A  list  of  Offensive  Trades  has  been  scheduled  by  the  Authority  and 
Byelaws  are  in  force  for  their  control. 

The  list  of  Scheduled  Trades  is  as  follows: — Fish  friers,  tripe  boilers  ; 
dealers  in  rags,  bones,  fat,  animal  skin  or  other  like  matter  in  an  offensive 
condition  ;  manure  manufacturers  ;  brick  burners,  gut  scrapers,  bone 
burners,  tanners,  leather  dressers,  fat  melters  or  fat  extractors,  glue 
makers,  size  makers  (except  Potters’  sizes)  and  blood  driers. 

Gut  Scraping. 

There  are  three  premises  specially  used  for  Gut  Scraping.  Under 
the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  Gut  Scraping  is  prohibited 
in  slaughterhouses  ;  three  complaints  have  been  received,  but  were 
remedied. 

Knacker’s  Yard. 

There  are  two  Knacker’s  Yards  ;  four  complaints  were  received  of 
nuisances  at  these  premises. 

Skin  Yards. 

There  are  three  Skin  Yards  ;  one  at  Cross  Street,  Stoke,  one  at 
Milton,  and  one  at  Mollart  Street,  Hanley.  Five  complaints  were  received 
of  nuisances  at  these  premises. 
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Fat  Melting  (Edible). 

This  trade  is  carried  on  on  a  large  scale  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
at  the  Public  Abattoir,  Hanley.  Up-to-date  machinery  is  installed  and 
no  complaints  have  been  received  of  any  nuisance  arising. 

Tripe  Boiling. 

There  are  many  tripe  shops  in  the  City,  but  in  most  cases  the  tripe 
is  bought  ready  cleaned.  The  greater  part  of  the  tripe  cleaned  in  the 
City  is  dealt  with  at  eight  establishments.  Three  complaints  were  received 
as  to  a  nuisance  arising. 

Marine  Stores. 

There  are  eight  Marine  Stores.  Lead,  metal,  rags,  bones  and  bottles 
are  the  chief  materials  dealt  with.  These  premises  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

During  the  year  27  applications  were  received  and  in  seven  instances, 
permission  was  given  for  premises  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  fish 
frying.  767  visits  have  been  made  to  the  premises  used  for  this  purpose. 
50  defects  were  found  and  18  dealt  with.  The  condition  of  the  utensils, 
pans,  etc.,  was  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number  of 
premises  in  the  City  used  for  the  purpose  of  fish  frying  is  265,  61  of 
which  are  licensed.  Six  premises  discontinued  frying. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  nine  common  lodging  houses  in  the  City,  the  largest  of 
which  is  a  Salvation  Army  Hostel  for  men.  During  the  year  264  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made.  The  premises  were  found  to  be  conducted  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner. 

The  nine  lodging  houses  are  registered  for  the  accommodation  of 
318  persons  per  night.  There  were,  according  to  the  returns  sent  in, 
85,246  persons  accommodated  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
90,272  in  1935. 

The  premises  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  old  houses  adapted  for 
the  purpose  and  some  of  the  buildings  are  in  a  very  poor  condition,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Salvation  Army  Hostel  at  Stoke. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  now  on  the  register  197  houses.  1,249  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  defects  were 
found  ;  these  have  since  received  attention. 

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

For  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  523  time  observations  of 
half- an -hour  have  been  taken  of  boiler  chimneys  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  496  in  the  previous  year.  In  addition,  five  hourly 
observations  have  been  taken. 
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Fifty-nine  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  and 
investigated. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-seven  notices  have  been  served  for  the 
abatement  of  smoke  nuisances. 

Warnings  have  been  given  in  223  instances. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  visits  have  been  made  to  Brick,  Tile 
and  Marl  Works  and  thirty-four  visits  to  Collieries,  and  the  Managers 
and  Firemen  interviewed. 

Of  the  523  half-hour  observations  taken,  247  showed  black  smoke 


emitted  for  four  minutes  or  more  during  the  half-hour.

OVENS  AND  KILNS. 

During  the  year  199  timed  observations  have  been  made  of  kilns 
and  183  of  ovens.  Seventy-one  letters  were  sent  in  connection  with 
these  observations. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  interviews  have  been  held  with  kiln  firemen, 
258  with  oven  firemen,  and  141  with  other  oddmen  and  assistants. 

ROOFING  TILE  WORKS  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  work  has  been  carried  out  on  two  tile  works  where 
the  ovens  and  chimneys  have  been  demolished  and  replaced  by  modern 
ovens  and  larger  chimneys.  58  ovens  and  35  chimneys  have  been 
removed  and  30  new  ovens  and  18  chimneys  built  which  are  capable  of 
producing  a  larger  output. 
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The  result  has  been  a  lower  fuel  consumption,  and  a  decided  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  smoke  nuisance. 

Several  of  the  firms  have  been  approached  regarding  the  modernising 
of  their  plant  and  the  majority  of  such  firms  have  promised  to  give  the 
matter  consideration. 


ELECTRICITY  AND  GAS. 

During  the  year  greater  progress  has  been  made,  and  will  continue, 
in  the  use  of  electricity  and  town  gas  in  place  of  raw  coal,  the  result 
being  that  a  larger  number  of  coal  fired  ovens  and  kilns  have  been 
replaced  by  modern  electrically  or  gas  fired  ovens  and  kilns. 

Three  electric  kilns  have  been  put  into  service  during  the  year  and 
three  other  kilns  are  in  course  of  construction.  The  electric  kilns  have 
replaced  approximately  70  coal  fired  kilns. 

Fifteen  town  gas  fired  kilns  have  been  installed  and  one  producer 
gas  kiln.  Twelve  gas  kilns  are  in  course  of  construction. 

A  pulverised  fuel  plant  has  been  installed  at  one  factory  for  the 
firing  of  Pottery.  This  has  meant  the  outlay  of  many  thousands  of 
pounds.  In  another  factory  a  crude  oil  plant  has  been  put  down  for  the 
firing  of  tile  goods. 

In  two  instances  Steam  Power  has  been  replaced  by  electricity  and 
in  four  other  cases  electric  power  has  been  installed  to  aid  steam  power 
installations.

Methods  of  Dealing  with  Infested  Premises.

2.  Barium  Carbonate  (Commercial). 

(a)  Made  up  in  paste.  Fair  results. 

(. b )  Mixed  with  castor  sugar,  oatmeal,  and  salt,  used  dry  and  wrapped 
up  in  tissue  paper.  Not  very  successful. 

3.  Red  Squill  Biscuits.  Very  good  results. 

4.  Rat  Lime.  Successfully  used  in  private  houses,  etc.,  for  mice,  but 
not  suitable  for  rats  in  China  and  Earthenware  Factories  on  account 
of  heat. 

5.  Strychnine.  Gassing  Machine — Cyanide  Gas. 

6.  Trapping. 

Steel  and  wire  traps  have  been  used  with  success  where  it  was 
inadvisable  to  lay  poisons. 

Infested  Premises. 

The  premises  found  to  be  most  infested  with  rats  are  Food  Stores, 
Factories  and  Institutions. 

In  many  instances  drains  have  been  relayed  and  rooms  rat-proofed 
with  effective  results. 


Schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  a 
separate  Report  is  published. 

A  special  detailed  inspection  was  made  of  all  Schools  in  1935  with 
regard  to  the  general  sanitary  condition,  and  a  report  submitted  to  the 
Education  Authority  and  to  the  Architectural  Department.  Extensive 
alterations  to  the  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  carried  out  to  many 
of  the  schools. 


School  Closure. 

No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  the  presence  of  infectious 
diseases. 


Sanitary  Condition  of  Theatres,  Music  Halls,  etc. 

There  arc  thirty-three  picture  palaces  and  theatres.  These  premises 
were  inspected  periodically  and  the  defects  found  were  immediately 
remedied  by  the  managers.  One  new  cinema  was  opened  during  the  year. 
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Distribution  of  Lime  and  Lime  Brushes. 

Facilities  exist  throughout  the  district  for  the  free  distribution  of 
lime  and  the  loan  of  whitewash  brushes  for  the  cleansing  of  houses  where 
this  is  desirable  ;  this  has  assisted  in  obtaining  a  higher  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  the  poorer  class  of  houses. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  whole  of  the  public  conveniences  were  systematically  inspected. 
They  were  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

Public  Baths. 

There  are  five  public  swimming  baths  in  the  City,  four  of  which 
are  provided  with  purification  plants.  As  regards  the  baths  at  Stoke, 
a  scheme  has  been  approved  for  the  provision  of  new  baths.

Preservatives  in  Milk,  Butter,  Margarine,  etc. 

Of  372  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  analysis,  none  were  found  to 
contain  preservatives.  No  preservatives  were  found  in  the  41  samples 
of  butter,  3  of  cream,  3  margarine,  or  Brawn,  Crab  Paste,  Savoury  Ducks 
or  Fish  Pastes  ;  the  preserved  Sausage  contained  only  the  permissible 
quantity,  and  the  wines  all  conformed  to  the  Food  Preservatives  Order. 
19  samples  of  Lard  were  tested  for  paraffin,  but  none  was  found. 

Registration  of  Butter  Factories 
and  Wholesale  Margarine  Dealers. 

One  butter  factory  was  registered  during  the  past  year,  but  there 
have  been  no  new  registrations  for  wholesale  margarine  dealers. 

Five  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  ;  no  infringement 
being  found. 


Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929. 

There  was  one  new  application  for  registration  during  the  year, 
the  applicant  being  duly  registered. 

Fertilizers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926. 

Five  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  as  follows  : —

liness  and  all  conformed  to  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  regulations. 
Eight  inspections  of  premises  where  rag  flock  is  used  were  made,  no  in¬ 
fringements  being  found. 


Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926. 

Eight  hundred  and  seven  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
above-mentioned  Act  and  Orders,  and  96  persons  were  cautioned  for 
infringements  of  marking  orders,  no  proceedings  were  taken  during 
the  past  year. 

One  hundred  and  five  visits  were  also  made  to  the  various  markets 
in  the  City  in  connection  with  the  various  orders. 


Visits  to  Farms,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

The  number  of  purveyors  of  milk  registered  under  the  Milk  & 
Dairies  Order,  1926,  is  766.  as  compared  with  748  last  year. 

Six  hundred  and  ninety-two  visits  were  made  to  Cowsheds  in  the 
City  area  during  the  period  under  review,  and  where  high  bacterial 
counts  were  recorded  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best  means  of  producing 
milk  under  hygienic  conditions. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-nine  visits  were  made  to  Dairies  which 
include  visits  to  dairies  where  the  milk  is  treated  by  heat. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-eight  visits  were  also  made  to  the  various 
milkshops  in  the  City. 

The  number  of  cowsheds  on  the  register  is  319,  and  the  number  of 
dairies  163.  All  sheds  have  been  limewashed  at  least  twice  during  the 
year. 

Ice  Cream  Shops. 

During  the  year  625  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises. 
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MEAT,  FOOD  AND  CATTLE  INSPECTION. 

The  Veterinary  Officer  commenced  duties  at  the  beginning  of 
December,  1935. 

He  lias  been  assisted  in  his  work  by  two  Meat  Inspectors,  who  are 
employed  on  meat  and  food  inspection  and  the  supervision  of  premises 
where  food  is  manufactured  and  stored.  One  attendant  and  two  work¬ 
men  are  permanently  engaged  at  the  Abattoir.  Those  Sanitary 
Inspectors  who  have  obtained  a  meat  inspector’s  certificate  are  em¬ 
powered  to  detain  any  suspected  meat  or  offal  for  subsequent  examination 
by  the  Veterinary  Officer  or  the  Meat  Inspectors.  The  supervision  of 
the  milk  supplies  is  assisted  by  the  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff,  particularly  in  regard  to  bulk  milk  sampling 
and  cowshed  and  dairy  inspection. 

It  is  necessary  to  refer  briefly  to  the  various  Acts  and  Orders  under 
which  the  work  is  carried  out,  and  the  report  proper  may  conveniently 
be  divided  into  the  following  three  sections  : — 

1.  Administration  of  Abattoir  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

2.  Supervision  of  milk  supplies. 

3.  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders. 

Part  1.  Administration  of  Abattoir  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  essential  points  in  ensuring  uniformity  and  efficiency  in  a  meat 
inspection  service  are  concentration  of  the  material  to  be  examined  at 
one  centre,  an  adequate  staff,  and  a  uniform  system  and  standard 
of  examination. 

A  separate  report  has  been  submitted  on  the  existing  Abattoir,  and 
it  has  been  pointed  out  that  it  does  not  fulfil  modern  requirements.  The 
erection  of  an  up-to-date  Abattoir  is  under  consideration. 

The  control  of  the  present  Abattoir  has  been  transferred  from  the 
Market  Committee  to  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Committee.  In 
consultation  with  the  City  Treasurer,  the  method  of  checking  the  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  and  accounting  for  slaughtering  fees  has  been 
reorganised. 

Certain  essential  improvements  are  being  carried  out,  such  as  an 
improved  water  supply  to  the  lairages,  the  fitting  up  of  an  isolation 
slaughterhouse,  and  the  conversion  of  a  small  office  for  the  use  of  the 
Veterinary  Officer  and  the  Meat  Inspectors. 

All  condemned  meat  and  offal  is  collected  by  the  Cleansing  Depart¬ 
ment  and  converted  at  the  City  Destructor  into  meal  and  fertilizer. 
Before  it  leaves  the  detention  room  at  the  Abattoir,  all  condemned 
material  is  sprayed  with  a  deodorizer,  and  this  fulfils  a  two-fold  purpose. 
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The  financial  position  of  the  Abattoir  can  be  considered  satisfactory, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  slaughtering  fees  collected  during  the  financial 
year  ending  March  31st,  1937,  will  show  an  increase  of  approximately 
£150  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.

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It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  total  carcases  and  part  carcases  of 
cattle  condemned,  63.8%  were  affected  with  tuberculosis.  It  will  also 
be  observed  that  approximately  27.5%  of  the  total  meat  condemned  is 
from  that  which  is  dressed  outside  the  City,  and  when  it  is  considered 
that  there  is,  of  course,  a  far  greater  number  of  carcases  examined  in 
the  City  than  are  brought  in  from  outside,  it  will  be  seen  that  these 
figures  represent  a  relatively  very  high  proportion. 

It  would  be  well  to  exercise  more  stringent  control  over  tins  class 
of  trade,  but  there  are  apparently  legal  difficulties  in  the  way  of  direct 
interference  by  our  Authority.  Steps  are  being  taken,  however,  to 
obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  Local  Authority  concerned  in  an  effort  to 
exercise  more  thorough  control  and  inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 


SUPERVISION  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Milk  &  Dairies  Acts  &  Orders. 

Milk  &  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

This  order  provides,  inter  alia ,  for  the  keeping  of  a  register  of  all 
cow-keepers  or  dairymen,  inspection  of  cattle,  and  general  provisions  for 
the  securing  of  cleanliness  in  the  production  of  milk. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  a  list  of  those 
premises  where  improvement  in  construction  is  considered  desirable 
has  been  drawn  up,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  see  that  the  necessary 
improvements  are  carried  out.  Some  of  those  concerned  are  reluctant 
to  make  any  alterations,  because  they  anticipate  that  building  develop¬ 
ments  will  absorb  their  farms. 

A  quarterly  routine  inspection  of  herds  has  been  inaugurated, 
examination  being  particularly  made  for  tuberculosis.  The  clinical 
examination  has  been  assisted  at  times  by  the  examination  of  individual 
samples  of  milk,  sputa,  and  occasionally  by  the  application  of  the 
tuberculin  test.  Some  of  the  microscopic  examinations  of  milk  and 
sputa  have  been  carried  out  by  me,  but  the  great  majority  of  specimens 
have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist  as  hitherto. 

Ninety-seven  samples  of  milk  from  individual  cows  were  examined 
during  the  year,  and  of  these  two  were  reported  positive  on  microscopical 
examination  and  nine  positive  on  biological  examination. 

Three  positive  sputa  were  recorded. 

At  the  last  quarterly  inspection,  the  number  of  herds  was  148,  and 
the  number  of  cows  was  1,848.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1935  were 
155  and  1,949  respectively. 

The  total  number  of  cows  examined  during  the  period  under  review 
was  7,683.  This  number  includes  cases  reported  by  a  veterinary  surgeon 
or  the  owner  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925,  and  a  number  of 
herds  outside  the  City,  visited  in  company  with  the  County  Veterinary 
Officer  concerned. 
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Under  the  above  Order  it  is  unlawful  for  owners  of  cows  suffering 
from  certain  diseases,  such  as  acute  mastitis,  to  sell  milk  from  these 
animals.  When  such  cases  have  been  encountered  on  routine  inspection, 
the  owners  have  been  warned  accordingly. 


Cows  which  are  found  to  be  suffering  from  certain  forms  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  are  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925. 


Milk  &  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  under  which  herd  inspections  and 
bulk  milk  sampling  are  carried  out  are  embodied  in  Sections  4  and  8. 
Section  4  indicates  that  if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  reason  to 
suspect  that  tuberculosis  is  likely  to  be  caused  by  the  consumption  of 
any  milk  exposed  for  sale,  he  must  cause  the  cattle  in  the  herd  or  herds 
concerned  to  be  inspected  and  make  such  other  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary.  Provision  is  made  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  Act 
between  the  various  Local  Authorities  which  may  be  concerned.  Section 
8  provides  that  an  authorised  person  may  take  samples  of  milk  at  any 
time  prior  to  delivery  to  the  consumer. 


It  was  considered  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  samples  taken 
would  be  an  advantage  in  improving  the  milk  supply,  particularly  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  Funds  are  now  available  for  some 
increase  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  scheme  on  approximately  the 
following  lines  will  be  carried  out  : — 

1.  Accredited  Producers. 

Biological  and  B.  coli  :  quarterly. 

Methylene  Blue  test  :  monthly. 

2.  Hospitals,  Institutes  and  School  Supplies. 

Same  as  (1)  above. 

3.  Other  City  Producers. 

Biological,  B.  coli  and  Methylene  Blue  test  :  quarterly. 

4.  Other  Raw  Milks. 

The  three  tests  :  at  least  every  six  months. 

Tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised)  and  pasteurised  milks  will,  of 
course,  be  subjected  to  the  usual  tests  by  the  bacteriologist. 


Quarterly  samples  for  biological  test  taken  from  City  producers  will 
be  taken  about  six  weeks  after  the  clinical  examination  of  the  herd,  and 
for  this  purpose  some  of  the  smaller  herds  will  be  grouped.

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Examination  of  Milk  for  other  Bacteria. 

In  addition  to  the  examination  of  samples  for  tubercle  bacilli,  397 
samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  and 
a  bacterial  count  was  made  at  the  same  time. 

Taking  the  standard  of  200,000  organisms  per  c.c.  and  no  B.  Coli 
in  i/iooth  c.c.,  or  the  “Accredited”  milk  maximum  limit  as  a  basis  for 
ordinary  milk,  51  samples  were  found  to  contain  bacteria  in  excess  of  this 
limit.  The  producers  in  each  case  were  warned,  and  farms  in  the  City 
area  were  visited  and  advice  given  as  to  improvements  in  methods  of 
production. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  Graded  Milk  were  submitted  for  a  bacterial 
count,  and  of  these  only  one  sample  was  found  not  to  comply  with  the 
respective  standard.  One  sample,  in  addition  to  the  56  previously 
mentioned,  was  tested  under  the  new  Reductase  Test  and  failed  to 
comply  with  the  standard. 

All  the  Pasteurised  Milks  passed  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

From  1st  January,  1937,  the  plate  count  will  only  be  applied  to 
Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  and  Pasteurised  Milks,  as  the  new 
Reductase  Test  must  be  used  for  Graded  Milks  from  that  date. 

Nine-seven  samples  of  milk  from  individual  cows  were  examined 
during  the  year,  and  of  these  two  were  reported  positive  on  microscopical 
examination  and  nine  positive  on  biological  examination. 

Three  positive  sputa  were  recorded. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

During  the  year,  new  grades  of  milk  were  established  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  the  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  Order  resting 
on  Local  Authorities. 

LTnder  this  Order,  the  following  grades  of  milk  are  authorised  : — 

1.  “  Tuberculin  Tested.” 

Cows  must  pass  a  veterinary  examination  and  tuberculin  test. 
Milk  must  pass  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  and  contain 
no  B.  coli  in  i/iooth  of  a  millilitre.  If  bottled  on  the  farm, 
the  word  “Certified”  may  be  added  to  its  description. 

If  pasteurised,  it  must  be  described  as  “Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  (Pasteurised),”  and  must  not  contain  more  than  30,000 
bacteria  per  millilitre. 

2.  “Accredited.” 

Cows  must  pass  a  veterinary  examination  quarterly.  Milk 
may  be  bottled  on  the  farm  or  elsewhere.  It  must  pass  the 
methylene  blue  reduction  test  and  contain  no  B.  coli  in 
i/iooth  of  a  millilitre. 

3.  “  Pasteurised.” 

Where  accredited  milk  or  ungraded  milk  is  pasteurised  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Order. 
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There  are  21  accredited  producers  in  the  City.  During  the  year, 
two  accredited  producers  left  the  City,  and  five  new  licences  were  issued. 

In  conformity  with  the  Ministry’s  recommendation,  steam  steri¬ 
lization  is  being  insisted  on  as  one  of  the  requisites  for  this  class  of  licence. 

A  scheme  is  being  put  forward  to  encourage  the  production  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk.  There  are  no  producers  of  this  grade  of  milk 
in  the  City,  but  licences  have  been  issued  to  retailers  who  obtain  their 
supplies  from  outside  the  City. 

Two  milk  bars  have  been  opened  during  the  year,  at  which  tuber¬ 
culin  tested  milk  is  sold. 

Seventy-one  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  the  use  of

Tuberculin  tested,  accredited,  pasteurised  and  ungraded  milks 
constitute  the  above  supplies.  Samples  for  tubercle  infection  and 
cleanliness  are  taken  regularly. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  administration  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders  is 
carried  out  by  the  Local  Authorities  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.  The  principal  diseases  which  are  notifiable  are  — - 
Anthrax,  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Parasitic  Mange  (equine),  Sheep 
Scab,  Swine  Fever,  Tuberculosis  (Bovine)  and  Rabies. 

A  new  Order  issued  at  the  end  of  the  year  adds  certain  diseases  of 
poultry  to  the  above  list,  and  the  Warble  Flv  Order  of  1936  provides  for 
the  compulsory  treatment  of  cattle  infested  by  the  warble  fly. 

Tuberculosis. 

Cows  which,  on  inspection  under  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Order,  1926, 
or  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  are  found  to  be 
suffering  from  certain  forms  of  tuberculosis,  automatically  come  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925,  which  also  provides  that  the  owner  of  any 
such  animal  is  obliged  to  report  the  fact  to  an  inspector  of  the  Local 
Authority.  Under  this  Order,  the  Local  Authority  is  empowered  to 
remove  and  have  slaughtered  any  such  animal.  The  compensation 
'  paid  to  the  owner  is  based  on  the  market  value  of  the  animal  at  the  time 
of  slaughter  and  on  the  condition  of  the  carcase  on  post-mortem.  The 
market  value  is  determined  between  the  owner  and  the  Veterinary 
Officer,  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  If  the  parties  fail  to  agree  as  to  the 
market  value,  appeal  can  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  for  the  appointment  of  an  independent  valuer.  The  stage  of 
tuberculosis,  i.e.,  not  present,  not  advanced,  or  advanced,  is  determined 
by  the  Veterinary  Officer  on  post-mortem  examination  of  the  carcase. 
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A  minute  passed  by  our  Council  last  year  enforces  the  condemnation 
of  all  carcases,  whether  the  disease  is  advanced  or  not  advanced.  Salvage 
is  therefore  limited  to  receipts  from  the  sale  of  hides. 

Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  compensation  is  borne  by  the  Ministry, 
and  25  per  cent,  by  the  Local  Authority.

Disinfection  of  Premises. 

When  an  animal  is  removed  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  the 
premises  are  disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  a  member  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff. 

In  the  case  of  an  outbreak  of  any  other  schedule  disease,  the  disin¬ 
fection  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Police  Department. 

Parasitic  Mange  (Equine). 

Measures  for  the  control  of  this  disease  are  contained  in  the  Parasitic 
Mange  Order  of  1911. 

During  the  period  under  review,  three  reported  outbreaks  have 
been  investigated.

Swine  Fever. 

Measures  for  the  control  of  this  disease  are  contained  in  the  Swine 
Fever  Order  of  1908,  and  the  Amendments  thereto. 
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The  final  diagnosis  can  only  be  certified  by  an  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Two  outbreaks,  involving  14  pigs,  occurred  in  the  City  during 
the  period  under  review.  Six  cases  of  losses  in  pigs  were  investigated, 
but  found  to  be  not  suspicions  of  swine  fever. 

The  service  of  notices  and  the  issue  of  permits  for  the  movement  of 
swine  are  carried  out  by  the  Police  Department. 

Anthrax. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  in  two  suspected  cases,  but  in 
neither  case  was  the  disease  confirmed. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

Powers  for  the  control  of  this  disease  are  held  mainly  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture '  and  Fisheries. 

The  outbreak  of  this  disease  at  Bosley,  near  Macclesfield,  on  23rd 
November,  1936,  necessitated  the  inclusion  of  the  City  in  the  infected 
area,  and  the  usual  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  cattle,  sheep,  pigs 
and  goats  were  in  force  until  10th  December,  1936.  Cattle  on  five 
premises  had  been  in  contact  with  infected  or  possibly  infected  premises, 
and  these  cattle  were  kept  under  close  observation  until  their  freedom 
from  disease  could  be  assured.  No  movement  of  cattle  on  to  or  off  these 
premises  was  allowed  during  this  period. 

Sheep  Scab. 

No  outbreak  of  this  disease  was  confirmed  in  the  City. 

Sheep  which  had  been  in  contact  with  this  disease  elsewhere  were 
examined  on  two  premises  in  the  City  and  found  free  from  disease,  the 
total  number  of  sheep  involved  being  63. 

Livestock  Market  at  Meir. 

This  market  has  been  attended  regularly  during  the  period,  and 
no  case  of  contagious  disease  has  been  detected.

Conclusion. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute 
proceedings  under  the  various  Acts  and  Orders,  except  in  one  case 
under  the  Swine  Fever  Order.  This  case  was  dismissed. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Chief  Constable  and  his  staff  for  their  efficient 
co-operation  at  all  times  in  carrying  out  duties  under  the  Disease  of 
Animals  Acts  and  Orders. 
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Canal  Boats. 


During  the  year  389  canal  boats  have  been  inspected  in  this  district. 
They  were  mainly  found  to  be  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  a  good 
state  of  repair. 


The  accommodation  provided  on  these  389  canal  boats  was  as  follows- 

1,252.5  persons,  being  an  average  of  3.22  per  boat.  The  number  of 
persons  in  occupation  was:- — -1,062,  viz.: — males,  521  ;  females,  325  ; 
children,  216,  being  49.06  per  cent,  males  ;  30.62  per  cent,  females  ; 
20.32  per  cent,  children  ;  or  an  average  of  2.73  persons  in  occupation 
per  boat,  but,  if  two  children  are  counted  as  one  adult,  reduced  the 
average  in  occupation  to  2.46. 


Of  the  216  children  on  board,  there  were  in  or  51.4  per  cent,  over 
five  years  and  therefore  of  school  age,  105  or  48.6  per  cent,  were  under 
five  years  of  age,  119  or  55.1  per  cent,  were  boys,  and  97  or  44.9  per 
cent,  were  girls.

CITY  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL,  BUCKNALL. 

On  the  31st  December,  1935,  167  patients  remained  under  treat¬ 
ment.  During  the  year  1936,  1,204  patients  were  admitted,  making  a 
total  of  1,371  cases  treated  during  the  year.  1,142  cases  were  discharged 
cured,  78  died,  and  there  were  15 1  cases  remaining  in  Hospital  on  31st 
December,  1936.

Scarlet  Fever. 


Scarlet  Fever  was  still  epidemic  in  the  district,  particularly  during 
the  latter  months  of  the  year.  503  cases  were  admitted,  and  on  the  whole 
the  type  of  cases  remained  mild.  The  deaths  occurred  giving  a  case 
mortality  of  0.6  per  cent.  The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  the

Ante-Scarletinal  Serum  was  given  in  61  cases  which  were  rather 
above  the  average  in  severity.  The  average  detention  period  was  34.8 
days. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  388,  compared 
with  391  during  1935.  82  cases  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from 

Diphtheria,  and  this  leaves  306  true  cases.  A  large  number  of  cases  were 
of  the  virulent  type,  and  17  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  case  mortality  of 
5.5  per  cent.  The  number  of  cases  of  Laryngeal  Diphtheria  was  23,  and 
the  operation  of  Tracheotomy  had  to  be  performed  in  seven  of  these, 
with  five  recoveries  and  two  deaths. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Four  cases  notified  as  Typhoid  Fever  were  admitted  during  the  year. 
Of  these  two  were  found  to  be  true  cases,  in  one  the  diagnosis  remained 
doubtful,  and  one  was  negative.  Of  the  true  cases,  one,  a  male  of 
36  years,  died. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Twenty-two  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year.  Of  these  10  were 
classed  as  Puerperal  Septicaemia  and  12  as  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Four 
deaths  occurred,  all  in  the  septic  cases,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  18 
per  cent. 

Erysipelas. 

Forty-two  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
all  true  cases.  Of  these  five  died,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  12  per  cent. 

Measles. 

Measles  was  epidemic  in  the  City  during  the  year,  and  152  cases 
were  admitted.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  increased  use  which  is  being 
made  of  the  Hospital  for  this  disease,  which  is  one  of  the  principal  causes 
of  death  in  infants  and  young  children.  The  cases  admitted  were 
chiefly  those  in  which  complications  had  set  in,  and  also  cases  from  other 
institutions  in  the  City.  Sixteen  deaths  occurred,  12  in  children  under 
two  years,  and  four  in  children  over  that  age.  The  principal  cause  of 
death  was  Broncho-Pneumonia,  which  supervened  in  15  of  the  cases  which 
died,  the  other  being  due  to  Encephalitis.  The  case  mortality  was 
11  percent. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
mostly  suffering  from  lung  complications.  Of  these,  two  died,  one  from 
Broncho-Pneumonia,  and  one  from  Convulsions. 

Chicken-Pox. 

Three  cases  were  admitted  from  other  institutions  in  the  City,  and 
all  recovered. 


Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Forty-eight  cases  notified  as  suspected  to  be  Cerebro-Spinal  Menin¬ 
gitis  were  admitted  during  the  year.  Of  these  42  were  true  cases,  of  the 
other  six,  one  was  a  case  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  and  four  proved 
not  to  be  suffering  from  Meningitis.  Of  the  true  cases  22  died,  giving  a 
case  mortality  of  52  per  cent. 


Rubella. 

Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  admitted  and  all  recovered. 


Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 


Two  cases  were  admitted,  both  in  children,  and  one,  a  very  severe 
case,  died. 


Pneumonia. 


Six  cases  of  Primary  Pneumonia  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
all  recovering. 


Illness  of  the  Staff. 

The  only  case  of  Infectious  Disease  occurring  among  the  Staff 
during  the  year  was  one  of  Rubella  in  a  Probationer  Nurse.  Fourteen 
other  members  of  the  Staff  were  admitted  to  the  wards  with  non-infectious 
illnesses  for  short  periods  and  all  recovered.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  with  the  Im¬ 
munisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria.  Leaflets  explaining  the 
procedure  and  the  benefits  were  distributed  at  the  schools  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics.  Up  to  now  the  numbers  which  have  been  treated  have 
been  disappointing,  and  further  propaganda  will  be  necessary  to  get  a 
sufficient  number  of  children  immunised  to  make  it  a  success  as  a 
Public  Health  measure.

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Disinfection. 


The  total  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  1,015, 
and  the  number  of  rooms  in  such  houses,  2,327.

14,210.  334  books  were  disinfected. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  384  deaths  from  Respiratory  Diseases, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  1.41  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  1.59  for  the  year  1935.

The  death  rate  from  Bronchitis  in  the  City  was  0.35  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  There  were  95  deaths  from  this  disease,  as  against 
107  last  year.  The  rate  for  1935  was  0.39. 

The  death  rate  from  Pneumonia  was  0.85  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  The  death  rate  for  1935  was  1.00. 

Alcoholism. 

Alcoholism  caused  five  deaths  during  1936.  All  of  these  were 
certified  as  due  to  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver.  In  1935  there  were  seven 
deaths  due  to  Alcoholism. 


Lead  Poisoning. 

This  is  an  affection  which  is  associated  with  pottery  manufacture. 
Through  careful  supervision,  and  under  the  Special  Rules  of  the  Home 
Office,  lead  poisoning  has  diminished. 
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According  to  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  there 
were  engaged  in  1907  as  lead  workers  under  the  Earthenware  and  China 
Rules  in  North  Staffordshire,  5,299  persons  (3,371  males  and  1,928 
females).  In  1931  there  were  eight  cases  of  lead  poisoning  ;  in  1932,  14  ; 
in  J933>  12  cases  ;  in  1934,  24  cases  ;  in  1935,  23  cases,  and  in  1936, 
15  cases.

There  were  34  deaths  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  19  of  these  had  not  been  notified,  a  percentage 
of  55.9,  which  is  much  too  high  a  figure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it 
will  be  considerably  reduced  by  more  careful  attention  to  notification. 

The  200  deaths  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  0.73  per  1,000  ;  in  1935 
there  were  244  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  0.89  per  1,000.  In  England 
and  Wales,  in  1936,  the  death  rate  was  0.583  per  1,000. 
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Thirty-nine  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  15  to  25,  and  134  in 
persons  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65  years. 

During  the  year,  8,852  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurses. 
The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  was  314. 

There  were  34  deaths  in  the  year  from  forms  of  tuberculosis  other 
than  Phthisis,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.125  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In 
1936,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.109. 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
Phthisis,  was  0.86  per  1,000.  In  1936,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  0.692  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  80  cases  notified  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
34  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0.125  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of  these 
deaths,  ten  occurred  among  children  between  the  ages  of  one  year  and 
five  years.

The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  of  the  City  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  New  Municipal  Chest  Dispensary. 

This  building  is  a  thoroughly  modern  and  up-to-date  department 
and  is  fully  equipped  with  all  the  modern  accessories  for  the  early  diag¬ 
nosis  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  These  include  a  modern  four-valve 
X-ray  and  screening  plant,  complete  with  stereo-scopic  viewing  stand, 
a  well-equipped  laboratory  with  facilities  for  carrying  out  the  Bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  sputa,  blood  examinations  and  any  special 
investigations  required. 
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In  addition,  there  is  a  large  special  treatment  room  where  out¬ 
patients  attend  for  Artificial  Pneumothorax  refills  and  Ultra  Violet  light 
treatments. 

The  New  Dispensary  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  patients,  being 
centrally  situated  and  of  easy  access  to  the  outlying  districts  of  the  City. 

Again  the  segregation  of  the  sexes  into  Male  and  Female  waiting 
rooms  which  are  spacious  and  well  ventilated  and  electrically  heated, 
has  greatly  benefitted  and  added  to  the  comfort  of  the  ill  cases  while 
waiting  for  examination. 

In  fact,  every  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  the  patients.

These  figures  compare  favourably  with  the  previous  year  and  show 
an  increase  of  238  in  the  number  of  new  cases  examined  at  the  Dispensary 
and  balance  the  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  contacts  of  notified  cases 
examined.  This  fact,  again,  points  to  the  increased  support  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  local  medical  practitioners  in  our  endeavour  to  detect  these 
cases  in  the  early  stages  before  they  become  sputum  positive  and  thus 
insure  by  Sanatorium  treatment  permanent  cures,  or,  in  infectious  cases, 
removal  of  the  sourse  of  infection  from  other  members  of  the  family 
or  community. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensary 
was  11,530,  compared  with  8,823  for  I935-  If  is  very  gratifying  to  see 
that  the  patients  are,  as  a  whole,  realising  the  importance  of  regular 
attendance  at  the  Dispensary  so  that  they  may  be  constantly  under 
supervision,  thus  ensuring  their  continued  progress  towards  recovery. 

On  the  31st  December,  1936,  there  were  546  Tuberculous  cases  with 
a  known  positive  sputum  in  the  City.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  this  figure 
is  unduly  low  for  a  City  of  this  size  and  our  special  efforts  are,  and  must 
be,  concentrated  in  the  future  in  endeavouring  to  expose  all  the  positive 
cases  and  having  them  treated  or  otherwise  efficiently  segregated.  The 
distribution  of  these  known  positive  cases  is  shown  on  the  following  table  in 
the  respective  years  of  incidence.

49  beds  are  available  at  Bagnall  Sanatorium  for  children.  In  addition, 
there  are  four  beds  for  City  cases  at  Wrenbury  Hall  Colony,  administered 
from  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium. 

x\  site  for  a  new  Sanatorium  has  been  acquired  at  Hanchurch  and 
the  plans  for  it  are  in  process  of  preparation.  This  will  fill  a  long  felt 
want  in  the  Tuberculosis  service  and  will  greatly  facilitate  the  treatment 
of  our  patients.  This  will  enable  all  the  patients  at  Stanfield  to  be 
removed  to  more  congenial  and  healthy  surroundings.

One  case  was  admitted  to  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  for  obser¬ 
vation  and  one  discharged  during  the  year.  It  was  impossible  to  arrive 
at  a  definite  diagnosis  in  this  case.  There  were  no  cases  in  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

After-Care. 

Another  great  asset  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  patient  is  the 
voluntary  After-Care  Committee. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  invaluable  assistance  from  this 
Committee  and  have  greatly  appreciated  the  time  and  labour  they  have 
devoted  to  the  cases  referred  to  them. 

The  Committee  has  done  excellent  work  in  providing  clothes, 
financial  assistance  towards  the  rent  of  houses  allotted  to  Tuberculous 
patients  in  conjunction  with  the  Housing  Committee.  Milk  and  extra 
dietary  have  also  been  provided  in  necessitous  cases. 
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Financial  assistance  towards  the  rent  of  houses  allotted  to  Tuber¬ 
culous  patients  was  granted  to  six  patients  during  the  year  by  the 
Committee. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

The  Corporation  have  an  arrangement  with  the  North  Stafford 
Cripples'  Aid  Society  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
in  children  at  the  Institution  in  the  City.  Twelve  beds  are  reserved 
for  Stoke-on-Trent  cases. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  is  the  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
Officer  of  the  Corporation.  During  the  year  an  average  of  19.9  children 
were  in  daily  residence,  and  under  the  new  agreement  for  adults  suffering 
from  Surgical  Tuberculosis  there  was  an  average  of  4.2  in  daily  residence. 
Patients  after  discharge  from  the  Institution  are  attended  to  at  their 
houses  by  Nurses  from  the  Institution. 

Dr.  Mitchell  Smith,  Surgical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  reports  as  follows — 

“  During  the  year  1936,  365  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children 
of  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  were  under  treatment  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  Hartshill. 

Thirty-seven  of  these  cases  were  treated  as  In-Patients  for  a  longer 
or  shorter  period  according  to  their  necessities.  Sixteen  have  been 
discharged  to  attend  as  Out-Patients  improved,  and  one  died.

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The  Corporation  have  an  agreement  with  the  North  Staffs.  Cripples’ 
Aid  Society  for  the  use  of  twelve  beds  for  the  treatment  of  children 
suffering  from  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  six  beds  for  children  under  five 
years  of  age  (non-tubercular),  six  beds  for  adult  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
cases,  and  ten  beds  for  school  children  for  diseases  of  a  non-tubercular 
nature.”

Eighty-six  per  cent,  of  the  total  new  cases  resided  in  the  City  of 
Stoke-on-Trent,  ten  per  cent,  in  Staffordshire  and  four  per  cent,  in  other 
parts  of  the  British  Isles. 

The  ratio  of  total  attendances  to  total  new  cases  has  continued  to 
grow  and  is  now  52  :  1  compared  with  39  :  1  in  1931. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  female  attendances,  but  a  decrease  of  2,784  in  the  total  number 
of  male  attendances.  However,  reference  to  the  completed  figures-  in 
the  Annual  Return  shows  that  1,783  of  this  number  (60  per  cent.)  were 
in  attendances  of  non-venereal  cases. 

The  latter  designation  is  applied  to  all  cases  attending  the  clinic, 
in  whom  no  evidence  of  venereal  infection  can  be  found,  after  subjecting 
them  to  careful  clinical  examination  and  bacteriological  tests,  over  a 
period  of  at  least  three  months  from  the  last  exposure  to  infection. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  high  percentage  of  non-venereal 
cases  to  the  total  number  of  new  cases  during  the  last  five  years  : —

In  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1935,  attention  was  drawn  to  the 

steady  decrease  in  the

particular  disease  some 

definite  measure 

of  progress  was  being  made. 

It  will  be  noted  (in  the  list  appended)  that 

in  the  present  year  under  re- 

view,  there  has  been  a 

still  further  fall  in 

the  number  of  new  cases  of 

early  syphilis.  As  pointed  out  by  the  Minister  of  Health  last  year,  this 

decrease  has  been  reported  generally  throughout  th 

e  country  ;  but  the 

reduction  has  been  particularly  marked  in 

North  S 

taffordshire.  There 

is  little  doubt  that,  with  modern  methods  of  treatment,  the  majority 

of  patients  suffering  from  syphilis,  can  be  rendered 

non-infectious  after 

only  a  few  injections  ; 

and  so  the  danger  of  spreading  the  disease  is 

reduced.

On  the  other  hand,  there  has  been  practically  no  alteration  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  during  the  last  six  years.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  some  individuals  infected  with  this  disease,  suffer  little  incon¬ 
venience,  and  hence  do  not  seek  treatment.  Thereafter  they  may  act  as 
“carriers”  for  many  years. 


When  the  source  of  infection  is  known,  every  effort  is  made  to  get 
the  infecting  party  to  attend  the  clinic  for  examination.  It  is  regrettable 
that  only  a  small  proportion  (especially  women)  respond  to  this  invitation. 
Naturally,  the  female  sex  are  rather  diffident  about  going  to  a  clinic  for 
examination  ;  but  once  the  necessity  for  treatment  is  explained  to  them, 
they  usually  attend  regularly. 


Five  new  cases  of  gonococcal  vulvo-vaginitis  attended  the  clinic  in 
1936.  Although  oestrin  therapy  has  proved  of  considerable  value  in 
some  cases,  this  distressing  complaint  is  still  one  of  the  most  intractable 
and  difficult  types  of  gonorrhoea  to  deal  with.  One  of  the  girls  became 
infected  as  a  result  of  criminal  assault.  In  the  other  four  cases,  the 
infection  was  spread  from  other  members  of  the  family  by  contaminated 
towels,  etc.  To  avoid  this  calamity,  every  adult  patient  suffering  from 
gonorrhoea  is  expressly  warned  regarding  the  danger  of  infecting  others 
(particularly  young  girls)  by  carelessness  and  uncleanliness. 

As  a  result  of  treatment,  576  patients  were  discharged  cured,  49 
were  transferred  to  other  centres  and  632  were  still  under  treatment  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 


An  investigation  of  a  thousand  new  cases  of  each  sex  was  carried 
out  during  the  year.  On  analysing  the  figures  obtained,  it  was  found  that 
45  per  cent,  of  male  patients  and  54  per  cent,  of  female  patients  are 
married.  About  39  per  cent,  of  all  new  cases  are  referred  to  the  clinic 
by  their  doctor.  Thirty-nine  per  cent  of  women  are  sent  to  the  clinic 
by  their  infected  husbands  or  consorts  ;  and  those  attending  the  clinic 
for  the  first  time,  as  a  result  of  reading  advertisements  or  pamphlets  on 
the  dangers  of  untreated  venereal  disease,  number  52  per  cent,  males  and 
9  per  cent,  females. 

The  other  branches  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  co¬ 
operated  with  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  in  many  cases  and  have 
rendered  valuable  service  in  referring  patients  for  examination  and 
treatment. 

The  serological  tests  used  in  the  diagnosis  of  venereal  diseases 
continue  to  be  carried  out  by  Dr.  Menton  and  his  staff  at  the  Staffordshire 
County  Bacteriological  Department.  The  co-operation  between  the 
clinic  and  the  laboratory  is  a  great  asset  to  the  scheme,  and  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  the  tests  are  performed  contributes  considerably  to  the 
successful  working  of  the  clinic.

No  re-vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention  Regulations, 
1917,  amongst  contacts  where  immediate  vaccination  was  not  otherwise 
possible. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives’  Acts,  1902  to  1918. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the 
Midwives’  Acts  : — 

Ninety-one  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  City 
of  Stoke-on-Trent  area  during  the  year  ;  nine  of  these  reside  outside  the 
City  and  most  of  their  work  is  done  in  the  surrounding  districts.  One 
midwife  died  during  the  year  and  three  midwives  removed  from  the  area. 

Of  the  78  midwives  residing  in  the  area,  76  possess  the  Certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  and  in  addition  to  their  C.M.B.  Certifi¬ 
cate  2b  are  fully-trained  nurses,  whilst  three  others  have  had  fever-nursing 
training. 
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On  the  eve  of  a  new  era  in  the  practise  of  Midwifery  in  the  country, 
through  the  passing  of  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936,  it  is  of  interest  to  recall 
the  gradual  improvement  that  has  taken  place  in  th  etraining  and  work 
of  the  Midwives  in  the  City.  Twenty-one  years  ago,  102  midwives 
notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  Count}/-  Borough  of  Stoke- 
on-Trent  ;  26  only  of  these  midwives  were  trained  and  this  meant  that 
77  per  cent,  of  the  midwives  then  practising  in  the  district  were  untrained. 
Of  the  102  midwives  33  per  cent,  were  illiterate,  whilst  35  per  cent,  kept 
no  records  of  Pulse  or  Temperature. 

It  can  be  easily  understood  that  to  midwives  who  were  unable  to 
write,  the  keeping  of  records  presented  great  difficulty  and  assistance 
had  to  be  obtained  from  friends  and  relatives  for  the  filling  in  of  the 
registers. 

No  mid  wives  are  subsidised  by  the  Council,  but  two  midwives 
practising  in  rural  areas  are  employed  by  District  Nursing  Associations 
(Norton  and  Trentham). 

During  the  year  264  routine  inspections  were  made.  On  the  whole 
the  bags  and  equipment  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  records 
well  kept. 

No  midwife  has  been  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  during 
the  year  for  any  breach  of  the  rules. 

In  connection  with  the  Stoke-on-Trent  and  District  Midwives’ 
Association,  the  following  lectures  have  been  given  during  the  year  : — 

1.  Sepsis,  Asepsis,  and  Anti-Sepsis. 

2.  Concealed  Haemorrhage. 

3.  Complicated  Breech. 

4.  General  Nursing. 

5.  Ophthalmia. 

6.  The  early  Diagnosis  of  Pregnancy. 

7.  The  new  Midwives’  Act. 

These  lectures  prove  of  value  in  providing  some  post-graduate 
training  for  the  midwives.

The  1,128  records  for  calling  in  Medical  Aid  were  divided  as  follows  : 

1 18  for  abnormality  or  complication  during  pregnancy. 

726  for  abnormality  or  complication  during  labour. 

47  for  abnormality  or  complication  during  lying-in  period. 

237  for  abnormality  or  complication  in  case  of  the  child. 
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In  addition  to  the  118  forms  received  for  calling  in  Medical  Aid 
during  pregnancy,  medical  aid  was  also  sought  by  the  Midwives  at  the 
Ante-natal  Clinics,  for  229  of  their  patients  during  pregnancy. 


During  the  year  the  Council  contributed  to  the  fee  of  the  midwives 
in  57  cases. 

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  claims  were  made  by  doctors  for 
the  payment  of  fees  in  662  cases,  out  of  1,128  instances  in  which  medical 
aid  was  called.  The  662  claims  amounted  to  £1,120  19s.  od.,  compared 
with  £1,305  19s.  6d.  in  the  year  1935. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
339,  being  equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  74  per  1,000  births. 
In  1935  the  rate  was  83. 

In  1936  there  were  fourteen  large  towns  with  higher  rates  than 
Stoke-on-Trent. 

During  the  ten  years  1924-33,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  City 
averages  95.  During  1934,  1935  and  1936  the  rates  for  the  districts

Of  the  339  infants  who  died  in  the  City  before  reaching  the  age  of 
12  months,  165  or  48.7  per  cent,  occurred  in  children  under  one  month 
old,  compared  to  43.9  per  cent,  in  1935.

in  1933  it  was  67  ;  in  1934  it  was  63  ;  in  1935  it  was  62  ;  and  in  1936 
it  was  63. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1936  was  59. 

Notification  of  Births  Act. 

Of  the  4,549  births  notified  in  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  during 
1936,  2,296  were  attended  by  midwives,  1,012  by  doctors  and  1,241 
occurred  in  institutions.  The  percentage  of  births  occurring  outside 
Institutions  attended  by  midwives  was  69.

There  are  now  15  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  City  area.  Twelve 
of  these  Centres  are  directly  under  the  Council  and  three  under  voluntary 
Committees  who  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Corporation. 

No  new  centres  have  been  opened  since  last  year’s  report,  but 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  possible,  with  the  increased  staff, 
to  arrange  for  additional  Ante-natal  Clinics  and  also  to  extend  the 
facilities  for  medical  inspection  of  the  pre-school  child.  Ante-natal 
sessions  are  now  held  at  ten  centres  ;  toddlers’  inspections  have  been 
arranged  at  eight  centres,  and  it  is  hoped  to  increase  this  number  to  ten 
at  an  early  date. 

Toddlers’  Classes. 

In  November,  a  Toddlers’  Class  was  arranged  at  the  Tunstall  and 
Richmond  Lodge  Welfare  Centres  and  a  part-time  assistant  who  had  a 
Montesorri  Diploma  was  appointed  to  assist  with  the  training  of  the 
children  in  Drill  and  Breathing  exercises  and  simple  organised  play,  etc. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  results  from  this  development  will  be  as  bene¬ 
ficial  as  those  noted  at  the  Twyford  and  Etruria  Centres  where  similar 
classes  have  been  held  for  some  time  now.

The  work  of  the  Home  Visiting  during  the  year  suffered  by  the 
absence  from  duty  through  illness  of  three  members  of  the  Health 
Visiting  Staff. 

Co-ordination  with  other  Health  Services. 

All  the  health  visiting  cards  kept  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Department  with  the  history  of  the  child  from  birth  to  five 
years  of  age,  are  passed  on  at  the  end  of  every  month  to  the  School 
Medical  Department. 

The  complete  record  of  the  child  with  the  history  of  its  home,  etc., 
should  provide  valuable  information  for  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

Supply  of  Nourishment. 

As  in  former  years  Dried  Milk  and  Cow’s  Milk  have  been  supplied 
to  necessitous  cases  in  children  under  the  age  of  five  years,  attending  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  where  the  child’s  nutrition  was  likely  to  suffer 
from  the  needful  supply  of  milk  in  the  diet. 

This  has  proved  of  great  value,  and  the  beneficial  results  to  the 
children  have  been  most  marked.  During  the  year  5,000  gallons  of 
liquid  milk  and  66,677  packets  of  dried  milk  powder  have  been  distributed 
at  the  centres,  the  net  cost  to  the  Corporation  being  £3,500. 

Lectures. 

Lectures  and  practical  classes  by  specially  qualified  teachers  have 
been  given  as  usual  at  the  Centres  in  Cookery  and  Needlework. 
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Talks  on  Mothercraft,  along  with  practical  demonstrations  are,  of 
course,  a  routine  and  important  part  of  the  work,  and  have  been  given 
regularly  at  the  Centres. 

An  interesting,  and  what  is  hoped  will  be  a  valuable,  development 
of  the  work,  has  been  the  attendance  at  the  Centres  of  classes  of  the 
senior  school  girls  from  many  of  the  schools  in  the  City  area.  The  girls 
have  been  very  interested  in  the  various  details  of  baby  care  and  manage¬ 
ment. 

Demonstrations  of  baby  bathing,  etc.,  have  also  been  given  by  the 
members  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  at  several  of  the  schools  in  the 
City. 


Clothing. 

The  sum  of  £25  was  again  generously  given  by  the  Burslem  Mutual 
Burial  Society  at  the  close  of  the  year  for  the  provision  of  help  in  needy 
cases.  It  has  been  possible  to  provide  woollen  garments  and  vests  for 
many  of  the  poorer  infants,  for  whom  no  similar  clothing  would  other¬ 
wise  have  been  provided.

Of  this  number  51  were  under  one 
year  of  age. 

During  the  year,  27  new  names  were  entered  on  the  register.

Classes  in  Mothercraft,  Needlework  and  Cookery  have  been  regularly 
attended  throughout  the  year,  and  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the 
mothers.

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On  the  whole  all  the  children  attended  very  regularly  for  treatment, 
although  it  will  be  easily  understood  that  it  is  very  often  difficult  for 
mothers  to  bring  their  children  from  outlying  parts  of  the  area  to  Rich¬ 
mond  Lodge  for  Sunlight  Treatment,  and  Remedial  Exercises. 

All  cases  who  lapsed  attendance  were  followed  up  at  their  homes. 


Orthopaedic  Work. 

During  the  year  118  infants  have  been  referred  to  the  out-patients’ 
department  of  the  N.S.  Cripples’  Aid  Society.  Of  this  number  a  con¬ 
siderable  proportion  were  sent  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  and  also  by  the  members  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff. 

In-Patient  Treatment. 

Thirty-three  children,  also  under  the  age  of  five  years,  have  been 
resident  in  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  during  the  year  : —

N.S.P.C.C. 

Reference  must  be  made  to  the  valuable  assistance  given  to  the 
work  of  the  Health  Visitors  by  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

The  visits  of  the  Inspectors  were  in  several  cases  a  very  considerable 
help  in  ensuring  medical  treatment  and  care  for  the  children. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

During  the  year  868  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-natal 
Clinics  held  in  connection  with  the  Welfare  Centres.  In  addition,  691 
attended  at  the  City  Maternity  Hospital  and  889  at  the  London  Road 
Hospital. 

The  total  attendances  for  the  year  amounted  to  3,700  at  the  Welfare 
Centres,  3,450  at  the  City  Maternity  Hospital,  and  4,124  at  the  London 
Road  Hospital,  a  total  of  11,274.  1,046  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health 

Visitors  to  the  homes  of  the  expectant  mothers. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  again  record  the  gradually  increasing  number  of 
cases  (268)  referred  to  the  Clinics  by  the  midwives  in  the  area,  and  to 
record  the  increasing  percentage  of  women  in  the  whole  of  the  area  who 
are  receiving  ante-natal  care.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  total  notified  births 
had  medical  supervision  either  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinics,  or  at  the 
Ante-natal  Department  of  Hospitals  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  this  number,  it  is  known  that  many  women  were  also 
examined  by  their  own  private  Practitioners,  and  by  the  midwives 
practising  in  the  district. 
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A  greater  number  of  the  mothers  came  to  the  Clinics  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  their  relatives  or  friends  who  had  already  experienced 
the  benefits  of  ante-natal  care  during  their  own  pregnancy. 

This  may  be  taken  as  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  methods  of  the 
gradual  extension  of  the  belief  amongst  expectant  mothers  in  the  value 
of  ante-natal  care. 

Again  as  in  former  years,  a  large  number  of  the  mothers  were  allowed 
free  dinners  and  milk,  extra  nourishment  being  supplied  to  351  patients. 

An  enquiry  into  the  Nutrition  and  Haemoglobin  Percentages  of 
expectant  mothers  begun  at  the  close  of  the  year  1934,  was  continued 
during  the  years  1935  and  1936,  and  the  following  results  are  of  interest  :

Abbey  Hulton  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

The  following  brief  note  with  reference  to  the  recently  opened 
Ante-natal  Clinic  in  the  New  Housing  Estate  at  Abbey  Hulton,  may  be 
of  interest — 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  women  attended  this  Clinic  during  the 
year,  over  50  per  cent,  of  the  cases  being  referred  by  the  midwives 
practising  in  this  part  of  the  area. 

A  large  number  of  the  women  were  allowed  nourishment,  and  26 
were  referred  for  dental  treatment. 

The  work  of  this  Clinic  during  the  brief  time  it  has  been  opened 
affords  an  encouraging  example  of  what  can  be  done  by  the  co-operation 
of  all  concerned  in  the  care  of  the  expectant  mother. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year  170  mothers  were  referred  for  dental  treatment. 
Of  this  number  84  were  sent  from  the  City  Ante-natal  Clinics  to  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Etruria  Mothers’  Welcome. 
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Venereal  Diseases  Diagnosis. 

Twenty-one  expectant  mothers  have  been  referred  to  the  Venereal 
Diseases  Officer  at  the  Special  Clinic  held  at  Richmond  Lodge  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  cases  found  to  be  positive  being  transferred 
to  the  Special  Treatment  Centre. 

Education. 

Instruction  on  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy,  preparation  for  breast¬ 
feeding,  etc.,  have  been  given  at  all  the  Ante-natal  Clinics. 

Abdominal  binders,  bandages  for  varicose  veins,  etc.,  are  stocked 
at  all  the  Clinics,  and  sterilised  confinement  outfits  have  also  been 
supplied  free  of  charge  when  required.

Pemphigus  Neonatorum.

Housing. 

Number  of  Houses. 

There  are  approximately  65,731  houses  in  the  City.  Of  this  number 
probably  about  95  per  cent,  are  below  a  rental  of  £ 26  per  annum. 
About  60  per  cent,  of  the  houses  consist  of  four  rooms  or  less. 

Two  thousand,  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  new  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year. 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  area  to  the  middle  of  1936  was  273,100. 

In  rendering  old  houses  fit,  a  great  deal  of  good  work  has  been 
done  under  Section  17  of  the  1930  Act,  without  any  difficulties  being 
encountered.  Contracts  taken  out  for  repairs  to  six  houses  at  a  cost  of 
£366.  Most  of  the  work  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
work  is  going  on  steadily  throughout  the  City. 

Clearance  Areas — Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  three  areas  were  represented  ;  four  inquiries  held 
and  three  areas  confirmed  by  the  Ministry. 

The  progressive  total  of  houses  represented  to  date  under  the  five 
years  scheme  is  3,075  and  the  population  14,534. 

General  speaking  the  work  of  slum  clearance  is  progressing  very 
satisfactorily  in  the  City. 

The  total  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year  was  708, 
and  the  number  of  inspections  made,  17,022.

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Disinfestation. 


In  an  endeavour  to  eradicate  vermin  from  the  new  Corporation 
Housing  Sites  the  Council  at  the  latter  end  of  1934  passed  a  resolution 
that  all  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses  to 
be  re-housed  in  Corporation  houses  must  have  their  household  effects 
fumigated. 

The  work  was  commenced  on  12th  November,  1934. 

The  furniture  is  collected  in  the  morning,  taken  to  the  disinfection 
station  and  fumigated  with  a  cyanide  gas  (Zyklon  B)  and  then  later  in 
the  day  delivered  to  the  Corporation  house. 

The  bedding  is  retained  overnight  and  left  in  an  electrically  heated 
chamber  to  drive  off  the  gas.  Loaned  bedding  is  delivered  along  with 
the  furniture  and  collected  the  next  day  when  their  own  bedding  is 
returned. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1,612  houses  were  dealt  with. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  entirely  borne  by  the  Corporation. 

Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  29  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bed  bugs  and  were  disinfested. 

In  cases  other  than  Council  houses  advice  is  given  to  the  persons 
concerned.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  under  the  control  of  the  Stafford¬ 
shire  Potteries  Water  Board. 

The  supply  is  derived  in  the  greater  proportion  from  deep  wells 
situated  at  Hatton,  Mill  Meece,  Meir  and  Stockton  Brook.  A  considerable 
though  lesser  quantity  is  got  from  springs  at  Wall  Grange.  There  is  an 
abundant  supply,  and  that  from  the  deep  wells  of  excellent  quality. 

The  supply  from  Wall  Grange  is  chlorinated  before  distribution. 

There  are  ten  private  wells  in  the  City  used  for  domestic  purposes. 
These  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time  and  found  to  be  in  good  order. 


POLLUTION  OF  THE  ATMOSPHERE. 

Records  of  pollution  are  regularly  kept  in  three  distinct  areas  of 
the  City. 
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SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  DEPARTMENT. 


During  the  past  year,  the  Strongford  Sewage  Works  were  officially 
inaugurated,  and  satisfactory  results  continue  to  be  obtained. 

Further  areas  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  City  have  also  been  con¬ 
nected  into  the  new  Valley  Sewer  leading  to  the  Hanley  Works. 

Recently,  an  Inquiry  into  the  proposed  extensions  and  renovations 
to  the  Hanley  Sewage  Works,  to  accommodate  this  increased  flow,  was 
held,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  put  in  hand  during  the  next 
few  weeks. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  development  in  the  Meir  area,  it  will  again  be 
necessarv  shortly,  to  extend  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  there. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  improvement  to  the 
rivers  and  streams  in  the  City,  and  schemes  are  now  in  hand  for  improving 
further  both  the  River  Trent  and  the  Fowlea  Brook  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Stoke  Town  Hall. 
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
